HEALTH WATCH — THE TRUTH. 
_ ABOUT SCARLET FEVER 
“As many of you know, several 
‘eases of scarlet fever have been 
@iagnosed in our community in the 
last few weeks. I hope to share 
some information: that will help 
get treatment to those who-need if 
AS. Well 48 dispel many fears and 
anxieties about this illness. 
iLet’s begin with what is com- 
monly called STREP THROAT. 
The streptococcal germ that caus- 
es this type of sore throat actually 
lives peacefully on the skin and in 
the throats of many of us all the 
time. Most adults. during the 
course of our lives have built. up 
natural defense against the germ 
so that it-does not often make us 
ill, Children, however, do not have 
‘such defenses and therefore often 
become infected. by ‘the germ. 
Some of the factors which contrib- 
ute to children. becoming infected 
are:: cold weather, already having 
a viral infection ( “cold” or “flu??), 
being tired, being in groups, and 
contact with the.germ. The infec- 
tion probably spreads from per- 
son to person ‘through. secretions 
from the nose and mouth. Not all 
children who are exposed to the 
infection will get it, but those 
who: do will develop symptoms 
‘one to three days after exposure. 
Fortunately, babies do not usually 
get infected because of ‘protection 
they receive from their mothers’ 
blood stream before birth. 
The child with strep. throat tis- 
ually has a sore throat, fever (us- 
ually above 101°), swollen neck 


‘glands and loss of appetite. He or 


she may also.complain of head- 
ache, ear ache, abdominal pain 
or vomiting. Remember that a 
child with strep throat may have 


. only one or two of these symp- 


toms. A runny nose and cough do

You may be surprised to learn: 
that SCARLET FEVER. means 
simply strep thoat with’ a rash 
gaused by certain: varieties of the 
germ. The rash is usually pinpoint 
pink or red, often slightly bumpy 
(like sandpaper), and sometimes. 
includes. fine scaling of the skin, 
‘The tongue may be involved in the 
rash also. 
Scarlet fever’s. bad name comes 
from the days before the discov- 
ery of penicillin, when complica- 


- tions. such as abscesses, pneumo- 


* 


nia, meningitis, rheumatic fever, 
atid kidney - disease were not un- 
common, Fontunately, most: chil- 
dren nowadays ‘recover complete- 
ly from seanlet fever and/or strep 
throat after proper treatment with 
penicillin either by mouth for 10 
days or by injection. (Another an- 
tibiotic is: used for those allergic 
to -penicillin.) Children with the 
infection generally need not be 
strictly isolated and are no long- 
er contagious 24 hours after be- 
ginning penicillin. 

How can you know. when your. 
child bas a strep throat? If your 
child has only a sore throat, and 
no one in your household has a 
strep. infection; you can assume 
that the child " probably does not 
have strep. Given the amount. of 
strep throat in our community 
this winter, however, if your child 
‘has any of the other symptoms 
mentioned. earlier; he or she 
should be evaluated by a doctor 
ot health care provider. That per- 
son may decide to do a strep cul- 
ture—a way of taking germs from 
the back of the throat. and grow- 
ing them in the laboratory to con- 
firm the diagnosis. If the diagno- 
sis is strep, penicillin will be pres- 
cribed for the child and possibly 
for family members as well.

It is particularly tragic in. this
